conclusion to be drawn from 
this is that in Washington's 
viow the Geneva meeting Is 
premature, 
yet what of the Indo-China 
campaign? Millturily it in 
conceded the war cannot be 
won; it must not be lost; yet 
it must be ended. Whatever 
approach the West adopts it 
must remember that France 
as a colonial power has the 
obligation to ensure that 
under her promiae to grant 
full independence to Vietnam 
the Vietnamese people will 
have the choice of their new 
government and that thoy 
will not be sacrificed to a 
new form of colonialism 
directed from Peking. On 
the other side of the con- 
ference table at Geneva sit 
the Communists whose in- 
tentions and tactics one may 
suspect but which will not 
be known until the talks 
begin. There is o feeling 
current in the West that 
China which has to fulfil a 
more demanding — indus- 
trialisation programme this 
year can il-afford military 
adventures on the lines of 
wholesale intervention in 
Indo-China.

If this is to be China’s 
policy, henceforth it will 
demand a reconsideration of 
the strategic ban on trade 
which,' together with the 
easing of tension in the Far 
East, is the most Hongkong 
can hope for at Geneva.

A “strong” 20-minute 
earthquake followed by a 
single aftershock rocked 
northern California today, 
cracking rounds, setting off 
landslides and clearing 
public buildings and homes 
of panicky residents. 


SL ismotogists rald the iremor, 
which oceurr;d at 1.33 p.m. 
was centred in the Gtiroy- 
Hollister areca at the intersection 
of the Santa Clara, San Benito 
and Santa Cruz county lines, 


It registered o magnitude of 
Five on Instruments, which = js 
consktered “strong.” It  com- 
Parca to a mognitude of 8.5 for 
the famed San Francisco 1906 
earthquake which also occurred 
dn April. 


Reporta of property damages 
in the San Francisco Bay area 
and norther’ California flooded 
Into police authoritizs, but there 
were no immedinto reports of 
injuries, 


W. C. Marion, Uniyersity of 
California sciamologist, said the 
rolling shock was so prolonged 
because of its magnitude. It 
was lowed by an aftershock 
at 2.25 pam.

CAUSES LANDSLIDE

FUTURE OF UNION 


This is the background against 
which West Eurypenn Govern 
ments have recently been dis- 
cussing the future of the Union, 


The principal creditor 
countries, West Germany, 
Belgium, Holland and Svwytzer- 
lund were in favour of affiend- 
Ing the rules in such a way as 
to put more pressure on chronic 
debtors. This should be done, 
they sad, by fnereasing the 
proportion of gold that has to be 


mitted to draw credit from the 
Union for a proportion of the 
current deficits, the remainder 
being settled by a payment of 
gold. Creditor countries are 
recompensed partly in gold, the 
remainder of thelr — current 
surpluses being settled by an 
extension of credit. 


When its quota is exhausted, 
a member who remains in deficit 
has to seltie its munthly accounts 
entirely in gald--a = heavy In- 
ducement for it lo achieve a sure 
plus and gel once aguin within 
its quota. 


But the onus for keeping trade 
more or lesy evenly balanced 
docs not fall on deficit countries 
alone. Surplus countrics, too, 
have every incentive to take 
corrective measures, For os a 
country’s surplus grows it is re- 
quired to extend on dnereasing 
proportion of credit to the Union 
until the point is reached, when 
It’ quota is exhausted, where It 
Is extending 100 per cent credit 
and pecelyine no gold payments 
at all, 


STRONGEST MEASURES’ 


At present a member receives 
100 per cent credit from the 
Union If its cumulative deflclt is 
ten per cent or less of Its quota.

pluses. Rather they felt creditor 
countries — themselyes should 
shoulder more respansibility for 
balancing trade by adopting 
“good treditor policies” Including 
the lowering of .tariffs. 


On the second point the 
United Kingdom announced Its 
willingness to mast its creditors 
half-way. It has agreed te pay 
£30 million in gold Immediately 
to four major creditors sub- 
ject to satisfnctory arrangements 
about the settlement of remain- 
Ing debt. . 


On the third point—enforcing 
of the “liberalisation” = rulo—it 
was West Germany that finally 
backed down, not wishing to 
incur the political odium of ap- 

ring to bo adyocating a 

gher ‘econarle regime fox 
France. 


For the moment at least Ger- 
mans are satisfied with tho 
French undertaking to lUberalise 
up to @5 per cent of her imports 
from other West European 
countries before the end of the 
year.

A number of documents were read to the Court by Mr Brook A. 
Bernacchi, leading Counsel for the petitioner, Mr J. J. O. King, when hear- 
ing of a petition for the winding up of George Falconer and Co. (H.K.) 
Lid., resumed before the Acting Chief Justice, Mr Justice T. J. Gould in 


the Supreme Court this 


morning. 


Mr Bernacchi said that he had handed to the Clerk of the Court 
bundles of all documents he proposed to use, some of which he would read 
in full to the Court and some which his learned friends had agreed would 


be taken as read. 


Counsel sald that out of these 
documents — his learned friend 
(the Hon. Leo d’'Almada, QC, 
Counsel for George Falconer 
and Co. (HLK.) Ltd. had told 
him there were only flve to 
which he would take objection 
and he understood that) his 
friend would take the objection 
as the documents came ub. 

The first document read this 
merning owas oa clreular letter 
frum) Faleoner’a to their over- 
seas buyer which Mr Bernac- 
chi said stressed the need for 
manufacturers’ Invoices to be 
submitted tu the directors as 
required by the auditors 
Counsel sald that) when they 
came to these goods supplied 
"Ny ous through Ipekdiian Bros. 
ns buying agents. there were 
never once original — Invoices 
provided.“ 

After reading the next docu. 
ment which was addressed to a 
Mr Lopez In the Philippines, Mr 
Bernacehi said that It was extra- 
ordinarily diMleult to understand 
why for oo purchase from 
Falconer's of a diamond necklace 
un cheque for US$950.90 was to 
be sent to Ipekdjian and up to 
date it was not possible In any 
of the appropriate accounts to 
trace where this lem came, 
The importance of the agenda 

a meeting, which was the 
next document read, was, sald 
Mr Bernaccht, the reason for 
the loarf and increase of salary 
to King and Roza-Perelra. He 
said the Court would recall tn 
the aMfidavit of Seymour it was 
said that the increase in Roza- 
Pereira's salary was only re- 
cently discovered. 

Reading a letter to Mrs Grant 
appointing her in charge of the 
jewellery department, Mr Ber- 
nacchi said that one found in 
the letter the attitude that the 
firm of Falconer’s was owned by 
Ipekdjian, just because he 
(Ipekdjian) had 51 per cent of 
the shares and King a mere 49 
per cent, and that wis somo 
two months after King left the 
position os manager. 

OBJECTION DISALLOWED 

Extract of a letter written by 
Seymour to Ipckdjian dealing 
with the petitioner In particular 
and Falconer’s In general, to 
which Mr d'Aimada object- 
ed to reading on the ground 
that it was obviously 
a personal letter written by one 
director to another director 
and which was not a document 
of the Company—which objoc- 
tlon was over-ruled—was then 
read and Bernacchi commented 
that it wae clearly inciting 
Ijekdjian on to use the Company 
for the purpose of taking 
criminal — proceedings against 
King. Counsel alleged that it 
was the deliberate intention of 
Seymour and Ipekdjian to try 
and get at King in the criminal 
courts. .

sharcholders, and for Ipekdjian 
as creditor and Ipekdjlan Bros. 
os creditors) the other day stood 
up and sald that it had nothing 
to do with the oudilors as such, 

Mr Bernacch! sald that Sey- 
mour regarded the letter as suf- 
ficiently interesting for him to 
have a number of typewritten 
copies made, three of which, 
he said, were left on the file of 
the Company. So that, Council 
alleged, Seymour was not In 
any hurry to dissociate himself 
from the letter and he would 
be surprised, Counsel further 
alleged, if Ipekdjiun did not 
know of its contents.

The last Gazette contains the 
various Royal Commissions and 
Letters Patent constituting and 
appointing Sir John Bowring, 
Chick Superintendent of Trade, 
ond Governor and Vice- 
Admiral of Hongkong; as alto 
Colenecl Caine’s Commission aa 
Lieutenaut-Governor, and = Mr 
Mercer's appointment ox Colonial 
Secretary—all of which are 
given in our Supplement. 

Wo have long thought Cotoncl 
Caine would make a good 
Governor, bul unfortunately his 
commission os Lieutenant- 
Governor is effective only in the 
absence of Sir John Bowring. 
No doubt it ts proposed that the 
Colonel shall, as we announced 
two months ago, administer tho 
offalrs of the Colony, In which 
Sir John Bowring will not in- 
terfere, unless when his 
supreme aoubhoity ja indaspens- 
able; but such diviston of dusy 
and responsibillty must impar 
the efficiency of the office, and 
coses may arise, in which im. 
portant but not very palatabie 
measures may be suffered to 
drop between the two sloola ot 
Governor and Licu!-Governor, 
the one refusing to Interfere, the 
other holding that he has not 
the actual power, 

Mr Mercer's appointment as 
Colonial Secretary is llkely to 
give very gencral satisfaction; 
for there Js no one better quall- 
fied for the office, or who would 
discharge its dutles so emelently. 

There are other two appoint- 
ments however which the 
public whl learn with pleasure, 
but which are not announced im 
the Gazette, aKhough they were 
made upwards of three days 
before M «was published—we 
mean ftr’«, Rienoecker’s as 
Colonial “Treasurer, and Mr 
Bridges’a os a Legislative Coun~ 
cillor, . 

PROTECTION PLANS 

We .understand Sir John 
Bowring, in conjunction with 
the Naval and Military authori. 
ties, has been devising plans for 
the protection of Hongkong from 
the Russians. With this view we 
suspect Admiral Burling tg more 
néeded here than at Ski Ore, 
for when the Lady Mary Woo 
approached Woosung on_ her 
last trip up, she found the Prins 
Menchicoff walting outside for 
news from Europe, which having 
obtained, sho started, no ono 
knows precisely whither, but 
probably to some rendezvous in 
the north. The report about the 
squadron bd¢ing at Batavia must 
have originated in a ruse, in 
the Russians buying at Manila 
bills on Batavia, a fact which 
of course would be réported by 
the merchants to thelr cor- 
respondents; but they were not 
ware that Admiral Pontiatine 
did not proceed to Batavia, but 
started direct for the north.
